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a Rule in Law, that Corpora's injuria non recipit 
£ſtimationem & futuro : So as it the Queſtion be not 
fora Wrong to the Perſon, the Law will not com- 
pel him to ſuſtain ir, and afterwards accept.a Re- 
medy ; for the Law holds no Damage a ſufficient 
Recompence for a Wrong that is Corporal. There 
are Cafes in Law that prove this Rule. If one me- 
nace me in my Goods or that he will burn the 


Evidence of my Land which he hath in his Cuſto- 


dy, unleſs I will make unto him a Bond, there [

The Lord by the Law could not 
maim his Villain ; nay, if he commanded another 
to beat him, and he did it, the Villain ſhould 
have his Action of Battery for it againſt him. It 
the Lord made a Leaſe for Years to his Villain, it 
he pleaded with him, if he tender'd him to be a 
Champion for him in a Writ of Right, any of 
theſe Acts, and many others, were in the Law En- 
franchiſements, and made thoſe Villains Freemen. 
From all which it appears, That the Law hasa 

L, greater 
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greater regard to our Perſons than Eftates, which, 
as I faid 1s a good Argument why the Houſe of 
Commous, who have nothing to do 1n regulating 
or determining our other Properties, ſhould not 
have a Power over the Liberty of cur Perſons. 
Anſw. The Commons have a Right to deter mine and 


ſettle Properties, of the many Bills paſs d in their Hou: 


relating to Entails of Eſtates, and the many Plead. 
ings by the Learned in the Law before 'em as Judpes, 
can entitle 'em to it.

If therefore they can Artaint 
where the Laws that have been made are of no force, 
and the Interpretation of *em 15 in favour of the Cri. 
minal, they may certainly Impriſon by his awn ap- 
prov'd Maxim, ſince Confinement is a buſineſs of le/'s 
Concern than that which #5 incomparably ſuperior to it, 
(viz ) Inflition of Death. 


Sir John Forteſcue, the Learned Chancellor to 
King Henry VI. wrIUng (de Dom.

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The laſt year it had its beginning, when Sir Ric--o 
Lev--pg was {ent to the Tower, and kept there to the 
end of the Seiſion, for telling a triend ſome 
things taut were lpoken by ſome of the other Iriſþ 
Commuitloners,in their private Converſation. I his 
Commirment, however unreaſonable it lcem'd ro 
(ome, who knew that he was leſs guilty ot any 


Breach of Privilege than it he had ſpoken refle&t-

ſuming Bill ir ſelf, knew for what end 'twas ſet on 
foot, and that they were reſolv'd to ſtrike a Ter- 
ror on People, and frighten 'em from ſaying any 
thing that might endanger that Bill.

Should there be any Delign to alter 
our Conſtitution, or preſent Settlement, one ready 
way 1s tO Carry things high in the Houle of 
Commons, and to make the Orders and Reſoluti- 
ons there as grievous to the People as pojlible, that 
they being enrag'd at their Domination and r1g0: 
rous Proceedings, may be the better inclin'd to 
run into another Extreme. We know what alte- 
ration they by their Acts of Power have already 
made in the Opinions and AﬀeCtions of People:

Some are of Opini- 
on , and | mult own not without a great deal 
of Reaſon, that the continual Clamours which 
have been artificially, but upon too weak grounds 
raiſed, and the outrageous and unreaſonable Pro- 
ceedings which we have ſeen, are great Conhrma- 
tions of the truth of what hasbcen reported. 

Anſw. If Gold has rturn'd Solicitor of late, and been 
Advocate for the French KXing's Cauſe, there are 
other People without doubt than thoſe he hints at, that 
have been the General Receivers, To bribe a Communi- 
ty of Men, a whole Body-Politick, carries abundance 
of Difficulty with it, and 1s next to an Impoſſibility : 
but Experience tells us, from the Prattice of ſeveral 
Corrupt Miniſters, and thoſe in this preſent Ape, that 
Money can ſtick to ſome particular Courtiers Fingers, or 
Three hundred Pound a Year could never multiply 
it ſelf into more than ſo many T houlands.

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Laws, deſtroy the Credit and Intereſt of thoſe 
who are ableſt and moſt inclined to oppoſe his 
Deſigns, and, in ſhort, do whatever he requires 
of them. It among us there be any ſuch corrupt 
Members, 'tis plain that to make themſelves the 
more conliderable, and raile the Price of their 
Voices, they mult think it their buſineſs to ſtudy 
Ways and Means to affli&t their Fellow-Subjects, 
to embaraſs Aﬀairs, ard bring Confuſion and Diſ- 
order into the State.

Houſes, raiſed on purpoſe to obſtrutt it, permitted it. 


One ready way therefore to defear the Deſigns 
of ſuch Men, will be to keep them from running 
into any Excefles of Lawleſs and Arbitary Power, 
and rie them to the ſame Rules that direCt the 
Actions of their wiſe and juſt Predeceflors. As 
keeping things in this temperament, and adhering 
to our Conſtitution , will be a means to defear 
the meaſures of a foreign Tyrant; fo will it( in 
ſome Mens oppinion ) put an end to the Fears and 
Calamities F a Tyrannick Slavery brought up- 
on us by Fellow-Subjects at home. Tyrannick 
Slavery did I ſay? Some may call it fo, when in a 
Free State, where the whole Legiſlative only has 
a Power to fet down what Puniſhment ſhall be 
inflicted on the ſeveral Tranſgrethons that are 
commirted, a Part of it aſſumes a Power to inflict 
one of the ſeverc{t Puniſhments ; When a few who 
are choſen to be Truſtees and Guardians of the 
Peoples] ibertics, bring thePcople under their abfo-

lute Power, and compellthem to that which is 4- 
ainſt the Right of their Freedom. To be free 
_ ſuch Force 1s the only Security Men haye of 
their Preſervation, and Reaſon bids them to look 
on thoſe as Enemies to their Preſervation, who 
would take away that Freedom which 1s the Fence 
to it ; and fo conclude that they have a Will and 
Deſign to take away every thing elſe, (ince that 
Freedom is. the Foundation of all the reſt. 
Anſwer, 
The way to defeat the progreſs of Arbitrary Power, i, 
certainly to reſtrain it, but how thaſe Members who 
have effeftualy ſuppreſs'd it in others, have ſtood up ſo 
Jealouſly for the Liberties of the People, and have 
been ſuch hearty fticklers for the Rights of the Com- 
mons of England, againſt the preſumptive Encroach- 
ments of the Lords, can be ſaid to take the ſame empe- 
tuous Meaſures, it is not in my Power to divine. 
Neither is it my purpoſe, to diſpute the Wiſdom and 
Juſtice of their Predecefſors, tho' it is my Bufimeſs 
to vindicate the Proczedings of thoſe that are now in 
Authority, yet if Supplies to the King without any Bur- 
then tg the Subjeft, aready concurrence to Aﬀeſs his Con- 
federates, without coming into an open Rupture with 
thoſe that were hn their Enemies, and the ſincereſt En- 
deavours for the continuance of the Publickh Peace, while | 
theyare making proviſtm for our Defence, be nat as much 
as has been done in any Parliament ; nay, farther, in 
any Age whatſoever, and preferable to any antecedent 
Reſolutions, then Patriots that come after theſe worthy 
Gentlemen, and ſuvceed 'em in their care for the [c- 
curity of the Nations, muſt deſpatr of doiny any thing 
that can be gray worthy ſmce, if theſe are accounted 
the Nations '1mies, 1t 15 not in the Power of Huma- 
nity to be ats Friend. 

From what I have here delivered concerning 
the Power of impriſoning in the Lower Houſe, 
tis evident, I think, that if Petitioning, as the Ken- 
trſb Gentlemen did, had been an illegal A&R, and 


the 
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the Punifhment enjoin'd by the Law had been Im- 
priſonment, yet it belong'd not to them to inflict 
that Puniſhment, but tro make application ( as 


they have always done heretofore) to have the 


Law executed againſt them. Bur it what they did 
was ſtrictly agreeable tro Law, this will make 
their Commitment a greater Violation of the 
Rights of the Community. Thar it was ſo, will 


appear, when we conlider.

Laws of this Land. 

'T'is certain that nothing can be more agreeable 
to Nature, and a plainer Dictare of Reaſon, than 
that thoſe whoapprehend themſelves aggriev'd be 
allow'd a liberty to approach thoſe by Petition 
who know their Grievances, or perhaps are the 
Authors of them, and conſequently able to redrels 
them.
